BEEN EXCHANGED BY BOTH POLICE AND OPPOSING FACTIONS. SEVERAL 
PEOPLE BOTH POLICE AND CITIZEN HAVE BEEN INJURED OR KILLED. 

THERE IS ALSO AN AIR OP ANTI-AMERICAN SENTIMENT IN KINGSTON, 
CONPIDENTIAL 
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ESPECIALLY WITH THOSE POLITICAL PACTIONS SIDING WITH CUBA. 

IT IS PELT BY LOCAL POLICE AND INTELLIGENCE OFPICIALS THAT THERE 
ARE NO SPECIPIC GROUPS HOLDING ANIMOSITITIES AGAINST THE 
SECRETARY OP THE TREASURY, HOWEVER, DUE TO THIS ANTI-AMERICAN 
SENTIMENT SOME OP THE PEOPLE WOULD IDENTIPY THE SECRETARY AS 
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REPRESENTATIVE OE THE AMERICAN GOVERNMENT AND CAPITALISM. 

THERE IS A BAN AGAINST SOUTH AERICAN NATIONALS ENTERING 
JAMAICA. EOR PURPOSES OE THE IME CONEERENCES, THE BAN HAS BEEN 
TEMPORARILY LILTED. THE YOUTH ARM OE THE PARTY IN POWER 
(PEOPLES NATIONAL PARTY) HAS PROTESTED THE LILTING OE THE BAN. 
THERE MAY BE VIOLENCE DIRECTED AGAINST THE SOUTH AERICAN REPRE- 
SENTATIVE TO THE IME, AND AGINST ANYONE IN THE VICINITY. THE 
JAMAICAN POLITICAL PACTIONS ALSO ASSOCIATE THE SOUTH AERICAN DEL- 
EGATION WITH THE ANGOLAN TURBULENCE AND WILL PROTEST SOUTH 
AERICAN PARTICIPATION IN ANGOLAN ISSUES. THE AMERICAN DELEGATION 
TO IMP MAY ALSO BE ASSOCIATED WITH THE ANGOLAN ISSUE.
